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Is my water safe?

Last year, as in years past, your tap water met all U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and state drinking water
health stendards.

Do I need to take special precautions?

Our water source consists of wells drawing groundwater from
the Miocene Aquifer.

Source water assessment and its availability

A source water assessment has been completed for the City of Lumberton water supply to determine the overall

susceptibility of its drinking water to identify potential sources of contamination. A report containing detailed information

has been received and is available upon request. The wells for the City of Lumberton received a moderate to high susceptibility
ranking for contamination.
